WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The national 
capital is in a blaze of glory to-day to 
celebrate the official opening of the 
tweniy-fourth annual triennial conclave 
of Knights Templar of tiie United States 
with a grand parade the magnificent event 
of the week. The day is to be given to 
pageantry and 
display, and twenty 
thousand Knights, clad in the panoply 
of war, amid the symbols of the order 
with flying banners, and with the step 
and bearing of Knights militant, will 
present such a Templar array ^ was 
never before witnessed in the land. 


The city has ^ t on its best garments. 
Preparations for the parade on the 
grandest scale ever known, are complete 
and nothing but a fine day is needed to 
bring about the full realization of the 
fondest hopes of the hundreds of thous- 
ands of residents and visitors here to 
witness it. The day opened cloudy, 
but by 9 o'clock clear, bright, beautiful 
weather prevailed, and a demonstration 
and display unprecedented in magnifi- 
cence, unrivaled in magnitude, is as- 
sured. The city was a stir early and by 
8 o'clock martial airs could be heard in 
any and every direction, while hundreds 
of Templar organizations were march- 
ing to their respective rendezvous and 
thousands of people were pushing their 
way to the line of march. 


By 10 o'clock, an hour before the pro- 
cession was to move, it seemed as though 
the population of the city had deserted 
its homes and gathered along the route 
of the pression, which, beginning at 
the capitol, extended up Pennsylvania 
avenue, past the executive mansion to 
Washington Circle 
and 
then back 
through K street to Ninth street, near 
the Masonic temple, where the grand 
encampment is to open at the close of 
the parade. The main body of the pro- 
cession formed in the streets about the 
capitol by 11 o'clock, and awaited the 
arrival of the oflBicers of the grand en- 
campment, with General Charles Roome, 
most eminent grand master, and his per- 
sonal staff in carriages, under escort of 
the first division. 


The knightly escort, with Eminent 
Sir Myron M. Parker, chief marshal; 
Sir Knight Harrison Dingman, chief of 
staff, and a host of Sir Knights as aids- 
de-oamp leading, soon approached and 
halted on the spacious plaza at the east 
front of the capitol. 
A few minutes 
later a word from Chief Marshal Parker 
put the head of the column of the grand 
parade and escort of the grand encamp- 
ment in motion. 


Around the columned porticoii of the 
capitol, down the concrsted roadways 
of the capitol grounds, under the sway- 
ing, over-reaching boughs of the autumn 
tinted trees the grand procession swept 
with the stately glide of a gigantic and 
many colored serpent. 


It was a flash of color, a gleam of 
sno^y plumes, a glitter of bright steel, 
and a rythm of graceful movement. 
Such a sight in all its magnificence of 
splendor has never before been seen in 
this city, famous for the number and 
grandeur of its parades. 


The wide plaza, to the east of the 
great white marble building, was packed 
with thousands of Knights, but as the 
procession moved there seemed to be 
no d'imunition in the number of those 
who stood like statues waiting for the 
word of command that put them in mo- 
tion. 


As the showy column, resplendent in 
many hues, swept onward with the 
firmness and the precision of a machine, 
up the broad and gaily decorated ave- 
nue, the eye grew confused with the 
number and the glowing brilliancy of its 
hues. 
There were acres 
of snowy 
plumes streaming and swaying in the 
crisp October air, like meadows of white 
lilies. There were miles of gleaming 
swords; there were leagues of bright 
banners that beamed in true knightly 
splendor of color above the vast and 
superbly moving host; and to add the 
fishing touch to the picture, unpar- 
alleled in its brilliancy and its beauty, 
music lent her sweetest charm. 


The clear, piercing tone of the cor- 
net, the mellow melody of horns, the 
drums' deep throb, and the fife's shrill 
cry, ail blended with the notes from 
many other instruments to stir the 
heart through the ear as wildly as the 
harmonious motion, the georgeous color, 
an'dthe magnitude of the masses had 
stirred the heart through the eye. If 
the procession was superb in its mag- 
nificence of splendor, the 
city was 
gorgeous in its holiday attire, and its 
quarter of a million of people turned 
out-to give Its guests »p 9I4 fftshjoiieft 
welcome, 


There have been larger parades in 
Washington. There have been presi- 
dential 
inaugural 
processions 
that 
numbered more people in line, but not a 
spectacle combining so much that was 
grand in its proportions, beautiful to the 
eye and stimulating to the fancy, as 
this Knights Templar parade, was ever 
seen here before. There were 20,000 
knights in the procession, and the eye 
never grew weary of watching them. 


When the head of the procession 
reached Mount Vernon square, at Ninth 
and K streets, it halted and the long 
train of moving men, still in motion 
along the entire route of march, was 
brought to rest. Soon afterward it was 
again put in motion and with the first 
division formed in open order at the re- 
viewing stand in the square, the re- 
mainder of the column passed in review 
before Grand Master Roome and the 
other officers of the grand encampment. 


After passing this point the vast pro- 
cession broke into fragments, some of 
the organizations continuing to their 
quarters, while others disbanding in 
whole or in part for some reason before 
the great ocean of humanity that had 
gazed, admired and applauded. 
The 
rst division, the special escort of the 
grand encampment, then escorted the 
grand master and members 
to the 
Masonic Temple, where the first session 
of the tri-ennial conclave was opened.

C., Oct. 8.—While her 
majesty's ships Icarus and Acorn were 
coming to Equimalt from New West- 
minster Sunday night, the Icarus ran 
hard aground on Mayne Island, in the 
Gulf of Georgia.

THE EIGHT HOUR LAW ! 


Tlie <inestloa Briefly Alluded to by 
Some of tlie Master Printer» off 
tite Country. 


S T LOUIS, Oct. 8.—In his address be- 
fore the National Typothet» of Master 
Printers to-day. President McNally, of 
Chicago, said: 
"Before our next an- 
nual meeting all shall probably be again 
confronted with the eight hour problem. 
Whatever may be our individual opin- 
ions on the merits of this question, it 
requires no argument to prove that it 
can be put into successful operation, if 
at all, only by being simultaneous over 
competitive areas. 
In other words, 
that it must be, if not universal, at least 
national. 


"The New York printer cannot success- 
fully work his plant only eight hours 
per day, while his competitors in Bos- 
ton or Philadelphia work ten hours, 
even if the price of labor were the same 
per hour. 
Neither can the Chicago 
printers successfully compete with those 
at St. Louis or Buffalo under similar 
unequal conditions." 


George Dr. Barnard, president of the 
St. Louis branch, said: 
^ 


"No definite action will be taken with 
regard to the eight hour question. 
It 
must come to us from some organization 
from without. Then 
we will 
take 
action." 


Delegate Slawson said: "The subject 
will be thoroughly discussed during the 
convention. It is embraced in the re- 
port of the executive committee. The 
purport of which is that business does 
not warrant the adoption of the eight 
hour law at the present time." 


THK KIG«¥ YORK XOWEK. 


Tlie Ntrueture New York PropoKew to 
Build Can be Completed In 
Nine iflontbv. 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—A well-known Lon- 
don engineer who was one of the 250 
members of the Iron and Steel insti- 
tute, who were entertained in Paris last 
week by M. Eiffel and the president of 
the French Society of Engineers, - gives 
an interesting account of a conversation 
he had with M. Eiffel, in which that 
gentleman gives his opinion of the fe^isi- 
bility of constructing a tower on the 
plan of the Eiffel structure in Paris of 
such dimensions as are proposed for the 
tower to be constructed on the site of 
the New York world's exposition of 
1892. 


In this conversation M. Eiffel ex- 
pressed his unbounded confidence that 
the plan of the Paris structure, with 
some slight modifications, which exper- 
iences had suggested to him, could be 
safely adopted for a tower twice its 
height and that with this plan a tower 
of any altitude desired presented no en- 
gineering difficulties whatever. It was 
otherwise simply a question of outlay. 
If the American exposition committee 
are ambitious to possess a tower 1,500 
or 2,000 feet high they had simply to 
provide the funds and the structure 
would spring from the ground in nine 
months after the order was given. 


Of course great care would have to be 
exercised in the selection of a suitable 
site, as upon this would very largely de- 
pend the standing of the structure. 
When questioned as to whether he 
would have any professional connection 
with the proposed American tower, M. 
Eiffel said it was too early to reach any 
definite understanding, 
but he was 
already in communication on the sub- 
ject wiiii New York parties. 


Atffalr« in France. 


PABIS, Oct. 8.—Of the new chamber 
of deputies 287 belonged to the last 
chamber. The remainder consists of 
forty-three members of former chambers 
and 239 new men. The gains, both of 
Boulaugists and Moderates, have been 
at the expense of the radicals, who have 
lost fifty seats. The Moderates are in 
danger of being out-voted by a coali- 
tion, unless they secura the support of 
thirty members of the right or thirty 
radicals.

The purchase from Mexico of the pen- 
insula oi Lower Califq^nii^ it it more 
than likely, will come before congress 
i^gain for consideration and in all proba- 
bility under more favorable circum- 
stances than ever before.
